(Currently amended) A composit o fabr i c mator i a l for us o in mak i ng 
aft An article of clothing comprising an article of clothing having an outer, top surface 
when worn by a person and containing a knitted or woven composite fabric material 
having a top, surfac e an outer top surface layer wh e n us e d to mak e th e art i c le of 
c l othing, wh i ch top, surfac e that forms at least a part of the outer, top surface of the 
article of clothing, said outer, top surface layer [[has]] of the fabric having a reduced 
color change when contacted with water, and said composite fabric material being a 
multi-layered structure of two lay e rs or mor o , whoroin one of th e l ayors i s tho top, 
surface said outer, top surface layer and at least one inner layer that is closer to the 
body of the person than the outer, top surface layer when the article of clothing is worn, 
the outer, top surface layer and i s being formed with a yarn made from a synthetic fiber 
that contains from 1 % by weight or more to 6% by weight or less of a white pigment 
and/or a core-sheath composite synthetic fiber comprising a core portion that contains 
from 3% by weight or more to 1 5% by weight or less of a white pigment, and a sheath 
portion containing 2% by weight or less of a white pigment, and the othorof the two 
l ayors i s at least one inner laye r, othorthan th e top, surface layor, and i s being formed 
with a yarn made from a water-absorbent and water-diffusing fiber. 
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1 2. (Currently amended) The compos i t e fabr i c mat e ria l article of clothing 
of claim 1 1 , wherein the water-absorbent and water-diffusing fiber is a synthetic fiber 
containing 1% by weight or more of a white pigment. 

1 3. (Currently amended) The compos i t e fabr i c mat e ria l article of clothing 
of claim 1 1 , wherein an elastic fiber is mixed in at least one inner layer of the 
multi-layered structure. 

14. (Currently amended) The composito fabr i c mat e ria l article of clothing 
of claim 1 1 , wherein the water-absorbent and water-diffusing fiber satisfies the following 
numerical values: 

X> 1.6 and Y>3 

wherein X = a x b/100, wherein a = an apparent density = METSUKE 
(g/100-cm 2 )/thickness (mm) and b is a water-retention ration (%), and Y = c/a, wherein c 
is a diffusion area (cm 2 ). 

15. (Currently amended) The composit e fabr i c mat e r i a l article of clothing 
of claim 1 1 , wherein the water-absorbent and water-diffusing fiber is composed of a 
fiber component of a W-shaped cross-sectional polyester filament.
